Mr” Crabbs notified the local sta­ 
tion about IO o’clock Friday morning 
that when he went to the Sneeringer 
home to arrest Edward Sneeringer 
on the charge of selling whiskey, he 
discovered the still in the cellar of 
the house. 
Mr. Sneeringer was not 
at home when that officer called and 
was not arrested.

Coucher went to Hanover and 
met 
Officer Crabbs, who in the meantime 
had notified Herb B. Fain, of York, 
who carried u warrant from the dis­

V ETERA N S LOOK U P RECORDS 


Many Applied To S tate Department 
F o r Facta On Service. 


Activity of the veterans' organiza­ 
tions in securing members has brought 
to mind of quite a few of the men 
who wore khaki the m atter of ju st 
how their service has been recorded, 
and the W ar D epartm ent has been j 
asked by a number of form er soldiers I 
for data on their service. A pparently, 
there m ust be m any demands for 
such information, because it is much 
delayed and letters are sent to not 
only the office of the Governor, but 
to the A djutant General and Secretary 
of the Commonwealth in efforts to 
secure facts. In a short time the re ­ 
records of every Pennsylvania soldier, 
sailor or m arine will be complete. 
They are virtually so now, although 
being checked up under direction of 
M ajor Raymond A. Brown. 
Speaking of w ar records, it is rath er 
significant to note th a t efforts on 
the p a rt of people in various counties 
to interest the veterans of the great 
w ar in compilation of histories has 
not <bcen well supported. Not only 
have men declined to give data, but 
they have not manifested much con­ 
cern w hether the records are printed. 
, 
This is a striking condition when one 
considers the attention given to such 
records following the Civil W ar, and 
immediately a fte r the Spanish W ar 
as well. Probably a dozen au ntie* 
have started publication of records of 
their own people, but none of them 
has completed th e m ’ because cf in­ 
ability to get the information from 
the men who were in the service, The 
only w ay seems to be the expensive 
method of transcribing tho official 
records, which are hardly more than 
mere entries.
